Hopes for the establishment of an air mail service between 
Hongkong and London, via Singapore and India, in the not 
too distant future, are encouraged by a statement in the 
House of Commons yesterday, when Mr. F, Montague intré- 
duced the Air Estimates, : 8 

‘The Under-Secretary for Air revealed that the England- 
India ‘service of the Imperial Airways will be extended to 
Calcutta by the end of the present month, and to Rangoon 
by the autumn. The remaining section between Rangoon and 
Australia, taking in Singapore, would be operated as soon as 
Possible after the route along the Burma coast is organised. 

This will probably mean that Singapore will have air 
connexion with London in 1981, and there would seem to be 
every incentive, therefore, for the establishment of a service
